Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The sentence 
that ends on line 2 of page 16 is an incomplete sentence. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Objections 

5. Claims 1 and 16 are objected to because of the following informalities: A comma 
(,) should be inserted after the terms "assembly" and "assemblies", respectively for 
grammatical clarity. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 1 and 9 are indefinite due to the fact that it is 
unclear what exactly is being claimed in the last line of each claim. It is unclear what 
element of the invention is considered to be "hollow", or what elements of the invention 
together form a "hollow". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1 -1 5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

9. Claim 16 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 

objection(s), set forth in this Office action.

1 0. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references are considered to show wheel covers that are 
permanently attached to a wheel by adhesive. For example, Woelfel shows a wheel 
having a permanently attached wheel cover.
